The long-threatened occupation of 
Shanghai, declared by the Japanese to 
have been necessary to stop anti-Jap- 
anese agitators, was looked upon as 
the most critical complication of the 
Manchurian conflict because of the 
foreign interests in this port. It was 
undertaken after the Japanese had 
served two ultimatums on the Chinese 
municipal authorities. 

The original ultimatum expired at 
6 p. m. yesterday. Two hours be- 
fore that deadline Japanese Consul 
General Murai presented another one, 
demanding the removal of all Chinese 
armed forces stationed about the 
city, the immediate release of all 
Japanese goods seized during the boy- 
cott and the freeing of Chinese mer- 
chants held as prisoners by anti-Japa- 
nese associatione. 

The original ultimatium, calling for 
suppression of anti-Japdanese societies, 
already had been accepted by the Chi- 
nese authorities when the new de- 
mands came. The acceptance was con- 
tained in a communication to the 
consul general from Mayor Wu Teh- 
chen.

AID OF LEGAL BODY 


Made helpless by poverty, bewilder- 
by the intricate processes of the 

courts, 2,784 persons threatened by 
loss of their legal rights were served 
last year by the Atlanta Legal Aid 
Society. This protection was rendered 
without cost to the hundreds of unfor- 
tunates unable to pay for legal service. 

The record was announced Thurs- 
day afternoon as ‘the main item in 
the report rendered by J. E. Thrift 
and H. H. Hamrick, attorneys for the 
society, at its annual meeting. 

It showed an increase of 1,026 
cases over those served in 1930, a cir- 
cumstance described as directly attrib- 
utable to misfortunes growing out of 
unemployment conditions. Of the 
2.784 cases of penniless clients, 1,924 
were jobless, 

The Legal Aid Society is maintain- 
ed through the Atlanta Community 
Chest, as oné of the 38 agencies work- 
ing in a rounded program designed to 
serve every human need. It was es- 
tablished with aid of Atlanta law- 
yers, many of whom are members of 
the advisory board, because so many 
cases needing social service work 
were found to involve legal aspects— 
deseriions in which errant breadwin- 
ners must be found and restored, op- 
pressions by unjust civil claims, un- 
warranted suits and garnishments 
which the unfortunate victim is too 
ignorant to defend, compensations to 
be obtained. estates to be administered 
by those whom ignorance or poverty

In most fields the monopolies hare 
met interest and repaid invested prin- 
cipal regularly and have had enough 
besides to expand steadily. One of 
the original objectives—the finding of - 
new sources of national revenune—has 
been waived while Uruguayans reap 
what the government rega as com- 
pensatory benefits in improved service 
and lower prices. 

Bank Profitable. 

The first and oldest state monop- 
oly, the National Insurarice bank, has 
been the most profitable. Starting 
with minor branches and advancing 
steadily into the more lucrative fields 
of life, fire and maritime insurance, 
it has shown a steadily favorable 
balance and has made some profits 
for the treasury. But Uruguay counts 
these of less importance than, for in- 
stance, the $500,000 recently distrib- 
uted among holders of frost insurance 
policies after a late cold ware. The 
money is credited with having avert- 
ed economic failure for scores of farm- 
ers. 

The national light and power busi- 
ness also has a good record. It has 
lowered prices of electricity in and 
around Montevideo and has carried 
currents to interior villages where 
government officials doubt that pri- 
vate enterprise would have ventured. 
Three years ago the electrical board 

aid $6,000,000 for the largest power- 

use in vrogney. The fall of the péso 
lately has embarrassed the board, how- 
ever, and it wishes it had floated first 
mortgage bonds instead of paying cash 
so its reserves would not be so de- 
pleted. 

The only definitely unprofitable en- 
terprise, officials say, has been the 
operation of some 600 miles of sec- 
ondary rail lines, and this has not de- 
terred the country from expectation 
of railway profits when larger pri- 
vate lines revert to the government. 

The general Uruguayan opinion 
about government business ventures is 
epitomized by Baltasar Brum, presi- 
dent of Uruguay from 1919 to 1923, 
whose admiration for Woodrow Wil- 
son and whose internationalism are 
so well known that his nickname is 
“Little Wilson.” 

“Contrary to general opinion the 
state is an excellent manager when or- 
dinary methods are applied,” he told 
the Associated Press. “The state 
monopolies, whose good effects are 
now being felt, have prevented the 
annual exodus’ of large sums which 
have been used instead to benefit the 
commonwealth, placing Uruguay in a 
better position than any country in 
South America to resist the effects of 
the world economic crisis. 

“Intelligent legislation gives work- 
men and administrative employes an 
interest in the progress of the mo- 
nopolies by giving them bonuses from 
part of the profits earned, Strict 
rules govern promotion and prevent 
favoritism. After a long period of 
internal instability Uruguay realized 
the need of a program giving her a 
maximum of economic independence

The sellers who received the rich 
corporation’s notes could discount 
them at their banks, and the banks 
could in turn rediscount them at the 
federal reserve. 

Such notes would in turn be used 
as legal backing for currency, much 
of which now has virtually a full gold 
backing, even though it is perfectly 
legal, under the federal reserve act 
to use per cent of commerci 
notes. , 

This gold is now partially sterile 
and some industrialists fear that the 
amount of eligible commercial notes 
will decline, tending to absorb part 
of the balance of free gold which the 
federal reserve system now possesses, 
in excess of requirements. 

In other words, this. free gold, 
amounting to about $500,000,000, to- 
gether with $901.000,000 now being 
used for full gold backing, could be 
used more effectively if more commer- 
cial paper were made available. A 
federal reserve note requires only 40 
per cent gold backing and 60 per cent 
commercial paper.

He will arrive in Louisiana after 
the democratic state central committee 
had suggested him as a presidential 
candidate, and indicated that Long 
would go the Chicago convention 
as Louisiana’s favorite son candidate.

tates senate and his maiden speech 
in which he attacked the republican 
party and corporations. 

Paul N. Cyr, the biggest thorn in 
Long’s political side, was making 
ready to file ouster proceedings 
against Long’s successor in the gov- 
ernor’s chair, Alvin O. King. Oyr 
laughed when he heard Long was re- 
turning to Louisiana, and said he 
thought he would come back. 

King, who moved up to governor 
from lieutenant-governor which he 
took over after Cyr had taken the gov- 
ernor’s oath in his losing fight to oust 
Long, withheld his plans to cut in 
half employes of the state highway 
commission and to stop road building 
because of the lack of funds. It was 
believed he wished to consult Long 
before going further in letting out 
2.000 employes, all Long supporters. 

The sudden return of Long raised 
the question of whether King was act- 
ing on Long’s orders or was going 
against the advice of his chief.

Playing dates have already been an- 
nounced, but the places where the 
Bulldogs’ games will be played have 
not yet been definitely decided, the 
Georgia faculty chairman said. 

An effort will be made to have all 
“big” football games in Athens coin- 
cide with the out-of-town games on 
the part of Georgia Tech. Officials 
of the Atlanta institution are co- 
operating with Dr. Sanford and Coach 
H. J. Stegeman, Georgia director of 
athletics, in an effort to arrange the 
two schedules in a manner agreeable 
to both schools. 

FOUR “BIG” GAMES. 

The Georgia schedule is also being 
arranged to allow four “big” home 
games a year, Dr. Sanford said. Four 
or five teams will be played in Ath- 
ens this year, and in 1933 the Bull- 
dogs will alternate with other teams 
on their schedule. It has been the 
policy of the Georgia Athletic Asso- 
ciation, since completion of the new 
stadium, to bring several outstanding 
teams to Athens each year. 

The only two games definitely set 
in their sites are the New York Uni- 
versity and Georgia Tech contests.

“Fulton county retail grocery, meat 
and feed stores sold nearly three times 
as much staple farm produce imported 
from outside of Georgia during 1931 
as they sold of Georgia farm products, 
according to a survey of the 1,000 
stores in the county made ny Harry 
Brown, county agricultural agent. 

Of $21,864,134.67 in staple prod- 
ucts sold in the Fulton stores last 

oe. Georgia farmers provided only 
6,652,818.59 worth, the balance being 
brought from outside of the state, the 
figures show. Fulton county, with 
little farm acreage in cultivation, pro- 
duced only $63,162.29 worth of staples 
at retail prices. 

The survey made by County Agent 
Brown is part of a statewide survey 
designed to benefit the Georgia farm- 
er by showing him the value of diver- 
sification and proper grading and pre- 
paring of farm products for the mar- 
ket. The survey included no perish- 
ables. The statewide figures total the 
proximately $75,000,000, with e 
comparison of Georgia-grown and im- 
eng produce about the same as the
